THE  PREMIER  Wednesday 
also  won,  for  the  first  time,  the 
declared  support  of  Poland  for 
his  proposed  world  Communist 
summit  conference  to  take  action 
against  Peking.  This  was  dis- 
posed after  Khrushchev  an- 
nounced a 20-year  extension  of 
the  Soviet-Polish  friendship 
treaty  and  a new  economic  agree- 
ment until  1970. 

Polish  Communist  party  lead- 
er Wladyslaw  Gomulka  made  the 
pledge  in  a speech  that  followed 
Khrushchev’s.

Liberalism  is  an  attitude  of 
mind  towards  life  and  life’s  pro- 
blems that  stresses  the  values  of 
freedom  fo^  individuals,  for  min- 
orities, and  for  nations. 

Liberalism  expresses  an  un- 
shaken belief  in  the  necessity  of 
freedom  for  the  individual,  be  it 
in  the  state,  the  church,  or  the 
political  party.  The  individual  has 
moral  worth,  absolute  value,  and 
is  essentially  dignified. 

The  individual  therefore  is  to 
be  treated  as  an  end  in  himself. 
Equality  is  another  fundamental 
liberal  principle.  What  this  means 
is  that  all  have  equal  rights  be- 
fore the  law,  and  that  all  are  en- 
titled to  civil  liberty.  Liberali.sm 
has  waged  unceasing  war  against 
privilege,  whether  that  of  birth, 
wealth,  race,  creed,  sex,  or  reli- 
gion. 

In  the  liberal  view  the  chief 
end  of  government  is  to  uphold 
the  liberty,  equality,  and  Security 
of  all  citizens.  Liberalism  believes 
in  the  ultimate  concept  of  intell- 
ectual freedom.  Ultimate  good 
comes  from  the  free  trade  of 
ideas  and  truth  is  obtained  by 
the 'power  of  thought  to  get  itself 
accepted  in  competition  with 
many  other  ideas. 

Man  is  essentially  a rational 
creature.  In  this  connection  liber- 
als believe  in  the  existence  of  ab- 
solute truth,  discoverable  through 
I'eason  according  to  the  scientific 
method  of  research,  experiment, 
and  verification.  Man  using  rea- 
son  subjects  all  matters,  religious 
as  well  as  non-religious,  to  criti- 
cal inquiry. 

According  to  the  liberal  view 
religion  is  to  be  tolerated  like 
all  other  opinions;  and  a church 
is  a private  institution  to  be  ac- 
cepted^ like  all  other  institutions. 

Liberalism  participants  in  a 
dynamic  viev/  of  life.

iyU-Radio  and  Television  stu- 
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Past  Governor  Indicted 
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CHICAGO  (UPI)  - William  G. 
Stratton,  once  the  youngest  mem- 
ber of  Congress  and  the  youngest 
governor  of  Illinois  in  more  than 
a century,  has  been  indicted  by 
a federal  grand  jury  for  income 
tax  evasion,  it  was  announced 
Wednesday. 

STRATTON  WAS  charged 
with  evading  nearly  $47,G0a  in 
income  taxes  from  1957  through 
1960,  during  his  second  term  as 
governor. 

The  government  charged  in  the 
indictment  that  Stratton  had  $82,- 
542  in  unreported  income  during 
the  period. 

THE  ANNOUNCEMENT  of 
Stratton’s  indictment  was  made 
by  U.S.  Djst.  Atty.  William  Han- 


rahan.  Hanrahan  said  he  delayed 
announcement  because  he  did  not 
want  to  “disturb  an  orderly  elec- 
tion.” 

Tuesday  was  Illinois  primary 
election  day.  Stratton,  on  the 
sidelines  since  his  defeat  for  re- 
election  in  1960,  had  been  living 
in  virtual  retirement  but  was  re- 
ported working  quietly  behind 
the  scenes  for  Charles  Percy,  who 
won  the  GOP  gubernatorial  elec- 
tion. 

THE  INDICTMENT  returned 
by  the  August  grand  jury  was  re- 
turned following  receipt  of  in- 
formation supplied  to  the  jurors 
by  special  assistant  U.S.  Atty. 
Vincent  P.  Russell,  who  was  sent 
here  for  the  purpose.

Long  ignored  when  it  came  to 
new  buiidings,  Ricks  College  in 
Rexburg,  Ida.  is  finally  coming 
into  an  era  of  expansion. 

In  1962  Ricks  college  was  en- 
tirely contained  in  only  three 
buildings;  an  auditorium,  gym- 
nasium, and  administration  build- 
ing. Today  that  sum  has  more 
than  tripled. 

INCLUDED  IN  RECENT  'con- 
struction have  beeiH  four  apart- 
ment buildings  housing  232  girls, 
a Helaman  Halls-type  dormitory 
housing  234  men,  a library,  a 
science  building  and  a new  heat- 
ing plant. 

The  library  is  a modern  two- 
story  structure  which  has  more 
than  doubled  the  former  capacity 
for  books  and  study.  Portions  of 
it  are  now  being  used  for  offices, 
but  as  the  need  increases  the  of- 
fices will  be  removed. 

THE  SCIENCE  BUILDING 
houses  a modern  plantarium  and 
observatory. 

The  central  heating  plant  has 
two  boilers  and  can  handle  both 
the  present  load  and  buildings 
planned  for  the  immediate  fu- 
ture, according  to  Leland  M.  Per-

A UNIQUE  FEATURE  of  the 
heating  plant, is  a central  control 
panel  which  permits  the  operator 
to  “dial”  any  building  on  campus 
and  read  and  adjust  equipment. 
This  feature  eliminates  the  nec- 
essity of  a watchman  making 
these  checks  in  person,  and  poss- 
ibly not  making  the  checks  at  all 
in  bad  weather. 

Also  in  connection  with  the 
heating  system  a complete  under- 
ground network  for  supplying 
electricity,  water,  heat  etc.  was 
installed  on  the  Ricks  college 
Campus  to  make  further  expan- 
sion easier. 

RICKS  COLLEGE  enrollment 
has  been  increasing  at  the  rate  of 
2V'^  a year,  and  has  nearly  dou- 
bled since  1961,  said  Mr  Perry. 

Plans  for  the  immediate  future 
include  the  construction  of  a stu- 
dent center.  It  will  include  re- 
creational facilities,  i.e.  bowling 
alleys,  etc.,  ballrooms,  student 
officers,  a cafeteria  and  dining 
areas. 

Also  under  construction  are  a 
baseball  diamond,  four  new 
apartment  buildings  and  one  new 
men’s  dormitory.  . 

Planning  a little  further  in  the 
future  includes  an  agricultural 
and  technical  education  building 
and  a large  physical  education 
building.
